1. Claims 15, 46 and 57-60 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention for the same reasons set forth in the previous Office Action mailed 1/25/06 

Applicant's arguments, filed 3/29/06, have been fully considered, but have not been found convincing . 

An applicant's specification must enable a person skilled in the art to make and use the claimed invention without undue experimentation. 
The intended use of the claimed fused or chimeric polypeptide is not enabled for the same reasons set forth in the previous Office Action. 
While the presently pending claims are not directed to any one use for the claimed fused or chimeric polypeptides, the intended use does 
not preclude an in vivo target delivery of IL-2. The specification fails to provide example wherein the IL-2 can destroy or neutralize any 
pathogen including breast cancer cells in vivo using the claimed polypeptide comprising G3 subdomain of the laminin-5 alpha3 chain 
fused to IL-2. While a compound or composition claim is not limited by a recited use, any enabled use that would reasonably correlate with 
the entire scope of that claim is sufficient to preclude a rejection for nonenablement based on how to use, however, the specfication fails 
to provide multiple uses for claimed fusion polypeptides. Therefore, the skilled in the art cannot know how to use claimed fused 
polypeptide and the specification fails to enable any use including the in vivo use. 
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
